CDHPORATIONS HERE TO STAY 


DOCUMENT OPENS WITfl A PLEA FOB 


CO-OPERATION 


Naturalization, Immigration, Criminal 
Laws, Civil Service, Philippines, 
Panama, Statehood Considered, 


Washington, Dec. 5—President 


Roosevelt's annual message was de- 
livered to Congress today. Opening 
with a plea for co-operation in con- 
tinuing the country's prosperity, and 
in correcting existing evils, for a 
"square deal" for everybody, the 
message takes up the question of cor- 
porations and railroad rate legisla- 
tion. The President says: 


I am in no sense hostile to corpora- 


tions. This is an age of combination, 
and any effort to prevent all combina- 
tion will be not only useless, but in tbe 
end vicious, because of tbe contempt 
for law which the failure to enforce 
law inevitably produces. The corpora- 
tion has come to stay, just as the 
trades union has come to stay. Each 
can do and has done great good. Each 
should be favored so long as it does 
good. 
But each should be sharply 


checked where it acts against law and 
justice. 


Experience has shown conclusively 


that it is useless to try to get any ade- 
quate regulation and supervision of 
these great corporations by state ac- 
tion. Such regulation and supervision 
can only be effectively exercised by a 
sovereign whose jurisdiction is coex-' 
tensive with the field work of the cor- 
porations—that is, by the national gov- 
ernment. I believe that this regulation 
and supervision can be' obtained by the 
enactment of law by the c6ngresC""Tf" 
this proves impossible, it will certainly 
be necessary ultimately to confer in 
fullest form such power upon the na- 
tional government by affirmative ac- 
ment of the constitution. 


The laws of the congress and of the 


several states hitherto, as passed upon 
by the courts, have resulted more often 
in showing that the states have no 
power in the matter than that -the na- 
tional government has power; so that 
there at present exists a very unfortu- 
nate condition of things, under which 
these great corporations doing an in- 
terstate business occupy the position of 
subjects without a sovereign, neither 
any state government nor the national 
government having effective control 
•over them. Our steady aim should be 
by legislation, cautiously and carefully 
undertaken, but resolutely persevered 
•in, to assert the sovereignty of the na- 
tional government by affirmative ac- 
tion. 


This is only in form an innovation. 


'In substance it is merely a restoration, 
ifor from the earliest time such regula- 
tion of industrial activities has been 
recognized in the action of the law- 
making bodies, and all that I propose 
Is to meet the changed conditions in 
such manner as will prevent the com- 
monwealth abdicating the power it has 
always possessed, not only in this coun- 
try, but also in England before and 
since this country became a separate 
nation^ 


Railroad Rate Legislation. 


As I said in my message of Dec. G 


•last the immediate and most pressing 
need so far as legislation is concerned 
is the enactment into law of some 
scheme to secure to the agents of the 
government such supervision and regu- 
lation of the rates charged by the rail- 
roads of the country engaged in inter- 
state traffic as Shall summarily and ef- 
fectively prevent the imposition of un- 
just or unreasonable rates. It must 
include putting a complete stop to re- 
bates in every shape and form. This 
power to regulate rates, like all similar 
powers over the business world, should 
be exercised with moderation, caution 
and self restraint, but it should exist, 
so Ibni it can be effectively exercised 
when Uie need arises. 


In njy jj»;dsm*nt, the most important 


provision which sudi law should con- 
tain i« that conferring upon some com- 
petent administrative body lac power 
to deckle upon tlie ease l»eing brought 
before it wlietbrr a given rate pre- 
scrilwd by a railroad is reasonable and 
Just, and if it 5s found to be unre.Tson- 
able ami unjust then, after full investi- 
gation of the complaint, to prescribe 
the limit of rate b^ysnd which Jt shall 
not be lawful 1o go—the maximnm 


1 rale, a* it i' commonly call- 


-11ii« drrfciou to f o into effect with- 


llshed minimum rale as the maximum 
ami it would need only one or two such 
decisions by the commission to cure 
railroad companies of the practice of 
giving improper minimum rates. I call 
your attention to tbe fact that my pro- 
posal is not to give the commission 
power to initiate or originate rates gen- 
erally, but to regulate a rate already 
fixed or originated by tbe roads upon 
complaint and after investigation. A 
heavy' penalty should be exacted from 
any corporation which fails to respect 
an order of the coinini^ion. I regard 
this power to establish a maximuiti 
rate as being essential to any scheme 
of real reform in tbe matter of railway 
regulation. 


It is worth wbile considering whether 


it would not be wise to confer on the 
government tlio right of civil action 
against the beneficiary of a rebate for 
at least twice the value of the rebate. 
This would help stop what is really 
blackmail. Elevator allowances should 
be stonped, for they have now grown 
to such an extent that they arc demor- 
alizing and are used as rebates. 


Private Car Lines. 


All private car lines, industrial roads, 


refrigerator 
charsres 
and 
the 
like 


shoul:i be expressly put under the su- 
pervision of the interstate commerce 
commission or some similar body so 
far as rntes and agreements practical- 
ly affectmsr i-ntes are concerned. A re- 
bate in iducr charges or in mileage or in 
a division of the rate for refrigerating 
charges is just as pernicious as a re- 
bate in any other way. 


There should be publicity of the ac- 


counts of common carriers. Only in 
this way ean violations or evasions of

Federal Circuit Judge Henry Lurton 
issued, the order. 
The application 


was made on behalf of Walter B 
Horn of New York a creditor ot 
both roads, and was agreed to by 
;he 
defendants in answers admit- 


ting the principal charges cf insolv- 
ency. In the main application for a re- 
ceiver for the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, which was first filed, it 
was declared that Walter B. Horn, a 
resident of New York, was a .creditor 
to the amount of $G2,9SG.13 for money 
oaned. now clue, and which the de- 
fendant had admitted his inability to 
pay. 
The defendant company was 


declared to have been insolvent prior 
to July 7, 1904, on which date it came 
under a different controlling influ- 
ence, and assumed large obligations, 
one of these being the purchase of 
110.000 shares of Pere Marquette 
stock for §125.000.000; a second, a tri- 
partite agreement between the de- 
fendant and the Pere Marquette and 
the Toledo Railway and Terminal 
company, involving large obligations 
for terminals at Toledo: and third, 
an agreement to carry §3.500.000 
bonds issued by the Pere Marquette 
to cover its purchase of the Chicago, 
Cincinnati and Lonisvilte railway.

Rate legislation was a topic of infor- 


mal discussion by the president with 
some of his callers. 
Representatives 


Esch and Townsend of \Visconsin and 
Michigan had a brief conference with 
the president. At the last session of 
congress the rate measure which bore 
their name passed the house of repre- 
sentatives, but the senate failed to 
act upon it. They expect to reintro- 
duce their bill at the present session 
Mr. Townsend told the president 
that the measure 
practically was 


completed; that he and Mr. Esch 
were putting on tbe finishing touches 


The merchant marine commission, 


consisting of members of senate and 
house, were called together after the 
adjournment of congress and the bill 
submitted last session was revised 
for ^introduction 
in both bodies 


Wednesday. It was agreed that Sen- 
ator Gallinger should offer the bill in 
the

and 
Representative 


Grosvenor of Ohio in the house. Two 
entirely new features were incorpo- 
rated in the bill. As it now stands 
it carries an increased mail subven- 
tion to the Oceanic line from San 
Francisco to the Hawaiian Islands, 
Samoa and Australasia of $217,00 a 
year above the $230,000 now received 
by this line under the postal aid law 
of 1891. The commission also adopt- 
ed a provision increasing by $250,000 
tbe compensation now received by 
the American line from New York to 
Southampton, giving this line for its 
20-knot service a maximum subven- 
tion of about $1,000,000 to offset the 
new British subvention of $1,100,000 
given to the Cunard Steamship com- 
pany. 


Aimed at Hazing. 


Washington, Dec. 5 —The Annapo- 


lis "code," which has figured so prom- 
inently in the courtmartial trial of 
Midshipman Minor Meriwether, was 
attacked in a bill introduced in the 
house by Representative Butler ot 
Pennsylvania.

that peremptorily dismissal shall be 
the punishment for any midshipman 
implicated in hazing. 


Commission Now Democratic. 


Washington, Dec. 5. — President 


Roosevelt will send to the senate the 
appointment of Franklin Lane of Cal- 
ifornia to be a member of the inter- 
state commerce 
commission.

Lane is a Democrat and his appoint- 
ment will change the political com- 
plexion of the interstate commerce 
commission from Republican to Dem- 
ocratic.

SIX THOUSAND 


Demanded From a Director of the 


Mutual Reserve. . 


-.New York, Dec. 5.—Horace Brock- 


pray, a hotel man and director of the 
Mutual Reserve Life Insurance com- 
pany, was before the insurance inqui- 
sition. He said he had given $G,000 to 
President Frederick A. Burnham of 
that company at the demand of Mr. 
Burnham in 1S98. Mr. Brockway told 
the committee that Mr. Burnham told 
him that if he would take out a policy 
in the Mutual Reserve he would make 
him a director. 
After having been a 


•3irector for some time he was put on 
the payroll of the company at $300 a 
week. Asked what he did to earn 
that money he said he looked over 
some loans for the company. He 
was consulted by policy-holders as to 
whether the company was a good one 
to insure in, and did whatever he was 
asked to do. He had been getting 
$GOO a week eight weeks when Dr. 
Burnham demanded the ?C,000. 


What President Burnbam did with 


that money was explained by George 
D. Eldredge. -vice president and actu- 
ary of the Mutual Reserve company, 
who testified that President Burnham 
told him he had given it to Hilary 
Bell, a newspaper man and publicity 
agent of the company, to secure the 
publication of articles favorable to 
the company at a time when it was 
being criticised 
in the newspapers. 


Mr. Bell had said 'hat he could ac- 
complish much inor" with the money 
if be were not romp' 1'ed to report to 
the company just v. hat he expended 
it for.

CZAR'S FLIGHT 


Rumored Owing to Presence 


of German Fleet Off 


Cronstadt 


RIOTING AT MANY POINTS 


GREAT UPRISING 
OF PEASANTS IS 


EXPECTED IN RUSSIA 


Several of the Nobility In One District 


Attacked and Hllled-Strike Is 


Unbroken. 


Kienigsburg, East Prussia, Dec. 


5.—Reports received from Libau say 
that several of the nobility and other 
residents of Livonia and of Courland 
have been 
attacked by peasants, 


killed and terribly mutilated. Baron 
Campenhausen was severely wound- 
ed. Bands of several hundred peas- 
ants are roving about, robbing and 
killing. A general insurrection of the 
peasants and laborers is expected. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 3 (via Eydt- 


kuhnen. East Prussia, Dec. 5).—It is 
reported from Cronstadt that a Ger- 
man squadron has been sighted in the 
Baltic sea, near the Russian coast. 
Rumor attributed the appearance of 
the squadron as preparatory to the 
flight of the Russian imperial family. 
Agrarian and anti-Jewish outbreaks 
are reported to have occurred in the 
governments of 
Chernigoff, Terek, 


Kursk and Kasan. 


In a little village on the borders of 


the Baltic tbe people have organ- 
ized the "Republic of Novargansk." 


GENERAL TBEPOFF. 


They have issued a manifesto abol- 
ishing the rule not only of the em- 
peror but of the Deity, which has been 
read in the churches and the popular 
assembly halls. 


The telegraph and postal tie-ups re- 


maincomplete. The operators met the 
threat to discharge them unless they 
returned to work, by resolving to 
prosecute the strike until their de- 
mands were satisfied. The League of 
Leagues, which is issuing decrees 
like a, veritable provisional govern- 
ment. has openly defied the prefect's 
warnings to walking delegates and 
agitators that any attempts to per- 
suade employes to leave work would 
lead to their arrest and the imposi- 
tion of a fine of $250, and is issuing 
a counter proclamation warning not 
only the Russian, but the Danish, 
operators to work at their peril. The 
authorities profess confidence that 
the strike will be broken in a few 
days. Vat the basis of their optimism 
is not stated. The immolation of In- 
terior Minister Durnovo seems 
to 


offer a way of retreat for the govern- 
ment. This involves ano'her surren- 
der before the victorious proletariat.

Fol- 
lowing the arrrst of Mile Leontsff, it 
was reported that two nieros of Gen- 
eral Trepoff. \\lio was thon governor 
general of St Petersburg, attempted 
to commit suicide, and it was even 
charged that one of them had actual- 
ly attempted the life of her uncle. 


At Count Witte's solicitation a dep- 


utation of xemstvoists participated in 
the sessions of the cabinet on the 
election law. A decision was reached 
to grant practically universal secret 
and equal suffrage to males 25 years 
|of age, on the basis of one represen- 
tative for each 250,000 of the popula- 
tion, but Count Witto refused to yield 
direct suffrage to the country dis- 
tricts, where there will be a double 
set of electors. Unless the extremists 
are willing to accept th.s solution, the 
support of the moderates will not 
greatly improve the situation, as the 
latter in the present crisis are almost 
a negligible quantity. 
Perhaps it is 


too much to hope that the social rev- 
olutionary leaders, drunk with the 
success achieved, can be induced to 
cease their efforts, which are now en- 
tirely directed to winning over the 
army. 


Rebellious Regiments. 


London, Dec. 
5.—The correspon- 


dent at St Petersburg of the Times 
says: "Three regiments at Riga have 
refused to perform police duties. The 
emperor has received in audience 
Father John of Cronstadt. Count Al- 
vensleben (former German ambassa- 
dor at Z' 
r-'orsburg) has brought 


an autogrc, J letter from Emperor 
William to Emperor Nicholas. 
The 


sailors of the imperial guard have 
mutinied."

of his cabinet to King Edward, who 
accepted them. His majesty has in-

Campbell-Banner- 


man to an interview, and uill offer 
him the* mission of forming a new 
cabinet. 
SiT Henry will accept the 


task, and within a few days, even 
within a few hours, a new govern- 
ment will be formed. A briff official 
announcement was made that the 
cabinet had resigned, that the king 
had accepted the resignations and 
that Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
bad been sent for.

St. Petersburg, via Eydtkuhnen, 


Dec. 5—An incredible condition of 
affairs exists in this city. Today the 
entral postoffice is under guard and 
great crowds of people are denied ao 
cess. 


Chaos reigns in the capital. 
The city has been divided into four 


iiilitary districts and over 
16,OOO 


Cossacks and infantry soldiers, arm- 
ed with machine guns, are kept con* 
stantly on guard. 


St. Petersburg, via Eydtkuhnen, 


Dec. 
5—A prearranged strike began 


today at various points 
throughout 


the empire. The strike has assumed 
ormidable proportions. At St. Pet- 
ersburg the employes of 72 factories 
struck. About 110,000 workmen are 
die. At Moscow 58,000 employes in 
26 factories struck. Reports 
from 


other cities give the following fiures 
as to the strike: Vladimir, six fac- 
tories, 16,000 men; Warsaw, several 
factories, 10,000 workmen; Kieff, six 
factories, 
5,000 men. The central 


strike committee at St. Petersburg be- 
ieves workmen have struck through- 
out the empire as the result of its 
all.

NOTE TO POWERS

tlie law be surely detected. A system 
of examination of railroad accounts 
eboukl !>e provided similar to that now 
conducted into the national bunks by 
the bank examiners. A few first class 
railroad accountants, If they hud prop- 
er direction and proper authority to in- 
spect books and paper's, could fict-oui- 
phsh much In preventing willful viola- 
tions of the law. 


Employer.*' Liability 
Law. 


In my annual me^afje to the- Fifty- 


eighth congress at its second session I 
recommended the passage of an em- 
ployers' liability law for the DMrict of 
Columbia and in our navy yards. I re- 
newed that recommendation in my 
message to the Fifty-eighth congress at 
its second session and further suggest- 
ed the appointment of a conunissiou to 
make a comprehensive study of em- 
ployers' liability with a. view to the en- 
actment of a wise and const; tuiional 
law covering the subject, applicable to 
all industries within the fec-Dpe of the 
federal power. I hope that such a law 
will be prepared and enacted as speed- 
ily as possible. 


There has been demand for depriving 


courts of the power to issue injunction-! 
in labor disputes. Such special limita- 
tion of the equity powers of our courts 
would be most unwise. It is true that 
some judges have misused this power, 
but this floes not justify a denial of the 
power any more than an Improper ex- 
ercise of the power to- call a strike by a 
labor leader would justify the denial of 
the right to strike. The remedy is to 
regulate the procedure by requiriuc; the 
judge to give due notice to the adverse 
parties before granting the writ, the 
hearing to be ex parte if the adverse 
party does not appear at the time and 
place ordered. What is due notice must 
depend upon the facts of the case. It 
should not be used as a pretext to per- 
mit violation of law or the jeopardiz- 
ing of life or property. Of course this 
would not authorize the issuing of a 
restraining order or injunction in any 
case in which it is not already author- 
ized by existing law. 


If renew the recommendation I made 


In my last annual message for an in- 
vestigation by the department of com- 
merce and labor of general labor condi- 
tions, especial attention to be paid to 
the conditions of child labor and child 
labor legislation in the several states. 
Such an investigation should take into 
account the various problems with 
.•which the question of child labor is 
connected. In such a republic as ours 
the one thing that we cannot afford to 
neglect is the problem of turning out 
decent citizens. The future of the na- 
tion depends upon the citizenship of 
the generations to come. The children 
of today are those who tomorrow will 
shape the destiny of our land, ancl we 
cannot afford to neglect them. The leg- 
islature of Colorado has recommended 
that the national government provide 
some general measure for the protec- 
tion from abuse of children and dumb 
animals throughout the United States. 
I lay the matter before you for what I 
tmst will be your favorable consider- 
ation. 


As to Women Who Work. 


The department of commerce and la- 


bor should also make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the conditions of worn en in 
Industry. Over 5,000,000 American wo- 
men are now engaged in gainful occu- 
pations, yet there is an almost complete 
dearth of data upon which to base any 
trustworthy conclusions as regards a 
subject as important as it is vast and 
complicated. 
The introduction of wo- 


men into industry is working change 
and disturbance in the domestic and 
social life of the nation. The decrease 
in marriage, and especially in the birth 
rate, has been coincident with it. \Ve 
must face accomplished facts, and the 
adjustment to factory conditions must 
be made, bat surely it can be made 
with less friction and less harmful ef- 
fects on family life than is now the 
case. 
This whole matter in reality 


forms one of the greatest sociological 
phenomena of our time. It is a social 
question of the first importance, of far 
greater importance than, any merely po- 
litical or economic question cau be. 


In any great labor disturbance not 


only are employer and employee inter- 
ested, but also a third party— the gen- 
eral public. Every considerable labor 
difficulty in •which interstate commerce 
is involved should be investigated by 
the government and the facts officially 
reported to the public. 


Insurance. 


The great insurance companies afford 


striking 
examples 
of 
corporations 


whose business has extended so far 
beyond the jurisdiction of the states 
which created them as to preclude 
strict enforcement of supervision and 
regulation by the parent states. In my 
last annual message I recommended 
"that the congress carefully consider 
whether the power of the btircaii rf 
corporations cannot constitutionally br 
extended 1o cfver interstate tran^ac 
tJons in insurance."

Dill much 
can be done by legislation which !•< not 
only drastic, but practical. There it 
need of 11 far stricter and more uni- 
form regulation of the \ast insurance 
Interests of thN country. The I'liited 
States should in llii» respect follow the 
policy of other nations by providing 
adequate national supervision of com- 
mercial interests which are clearly na- 
tional in character. 


I repeat my previous recommenda- 


tion that the congress should consider 
•whether 1he federal government lias 
any power or owes any duty with re- 
spect to domestic transactions in in- 
bunniee of an interstate character. 
That state supervision has proved ill- 
adequate is generally conceded. 


Tlie KevenucH. 


There is more need of stability than 


of the attempt to attain an ideal per- 
fection in the methods of raising rev- 
enue, and the shock and strain to the 
business world certain to attend any 
serious change in these methods ren- 
der such change inadvisable unless for 
grave reason. It is not possible to lay 
down any general rule by which to de- 
termine the moment when the reasons 
for will outweigh the reasons against 
such a change. 
No change can be 


made on lines beneficial to or desired 
by one section or one state only. There 
must be something like a general agree- 
ment among the citizens of the several 
states that the change is needed and 
desired in the interest of the people as a 
whole, and there should then be a sin- 
cere, intelligent and disinterested ef- 
fort to make it in such shape as will 
combine, so far as possible, the maxi- 
mum of good to the people at large 
with the minimum of necessary disre- 
gard for the special interests of locali- 
ties or classes, but in time of peace 
the revenue must, on the average, 
taking a series of years together, equal 
the expenditures or else the revenues 
must be increased. 
Last year there 


was a deficit. Unless our expenditures 
can be kept within the revenues then 
our revenue laws must be readjusted. 


It is impossible to outline what shape 


such a readjustment should take, for 
it is as yet too early to say whether 
there will be need for it. It should be 
considered whether it is not desirable 
that the tariff laws should provide for 
applying as against or in favor of any 
other nation maximum and minimum 
tariff rates established by the congress, 
so as to secure a certain reciprocity of 
treatment between other nations and 
ourselves. 


Economy In Expenditures. 


I earnestly recommend to the con- 


gress the need of economy and, to this. 
end, of a rigid scrutiny of appropria- 
tions. 
All unnecessary offices should 


be abolished. In the public printing 
also a large saTing of money can be 
made. There is a constantly growing 
tendency to publish masses of unim- 
portant information at which no human 
being ever looks. 


Yet, in speaking of economy, I must 


in nowise be urdcrstocd as advocating 
the false economy which is in the end 
the worst extravagance. To cut down 
in the navy would be a crime against 
the nation. To fail to push, forward all 
work on the Panama canal would be 
as great a folly. 


Currency. 


Every consideration of prudence de- 


mands the addition of the element of 
elasticity to our currency system. The 
evil does not consist in an inadequate 
volume of money, but in the rigidity 
of this volume, which does not respond 
as it should to the varying needs of 
communities and of seasons. Inflation 
must be avoided, but some provision 
should be made that will insure a 
larger volume of money during the fall 
and winter months than in the less ac- 
tive seasons of the year, so that the 
currency will contract against specula- 
tion and will expand for the needs of 
legitimate business. 
At present the 


treasury department Is at irregularly 
recurring intervals obliged in the inter- 
est of the business wor'.d—that is, in 
the interests of the American public— 
to try to avert financial crises by pro- 
viding a remedy which should be pro- 
vided by congressional action. 
Bnslncsw methods In Deportments. 
At various times I have instituted in- 


vestigations into the organization and 
conduct of the business of the execu- 
tive departments. While none of these 
inquiries have yet progressed 
far 


enough to "warrant final conclusions, 
they have -already confirmed and em- 
phasized the general impression that 
the organization of the departments is 
often faulty in principle and wasteful 
in result::, while many of their business 
methods are antiquated and inefficient. 
I recommend that the congress consider 
this subject. 


Federal Elections. 


In my last annual mc^sasc I said: 
"The power of the government to 


protect the intesrily of the elections of 
its own officials is inherent and has 
been reco.CTizcd and affirmed by re- 
peated declarations of the supremo 
court. There is no enemy of free gov- 
ernment more dancerons and n«ne so 
insidious as the corruption of the elect- 
orate. Xo one defends or excuse? cor- 
ruption, and it w<ni:d seem to follow 
ih.Tt none wouM oppose vicorous mer 
lire- to eradicate it- I recommend the 
enactment of a law directed acnin=:1 
l>ril>ery ^n<i ooimption in federal elec- 
| lions, Tbo cM.iils of such a law may 
If safely left lo the wise <liscretion of

The ItstKUC Conference. 


The lirst conference of nations hold 


lit The Hague in 18!J'J, being unable to 
dispose of all the business before it. 
recommended the cvisideratiou and 
settlement of a nm.iber of Important 
questions by anol1 er conference to be 
called subsequently and at an early 
date. These questions were the follow- 
ing: (1) The rights and duties of neu- 
trals; (2) the limitation of the armed 
forces on land and sea and of military 
budgets; CJ) the use of new types and 
calibers of military and naval guns: <4; 
the inviolability of private properly at 
sea in times of war; (~i) the bombard- 
ment of ports, cities and villages by na- 
val forces. In October, 3904, at the in- 
stance of the interparliamentary union. 
I issued invitations to all the power;: 
signatory to The Hague convention tc 
send delegates to such a conference 
and suggested that it be again held at 
The Hague. 


From ail the powers acceptance was 


received, coupled in some cases with 
the condition that we should wait until 
the end of the war then waging be- 
tween Russia and Japan. The emperor 
of Russia, immediately after the treaty 
of peace which so happily terminated 
this war, in a note presented to the 
president on Sept. 13 took the initiative 
in recommending that the conference- 
be now called. The United States gov- 
ernment in response expressed its cor- 
dial acquiescence and stated that it 
would as a matter of course take part 
in the new conference and endeavor to 
further its aims. We assume that ail 
civilized governments will support the 
movement and that the conference is 
now an assured fact. This government 
will do everything in its power to se- 
cure the success of the conference to 
the end that substantial progress may 
be made in tbe cause of international 
peace, justice and good will. 


ftlonroc Doctrine. 


There are certain essential points 


which must never be forgotten as re- 
gards the Monroe doctriiie. In the first 
place, we must as a nation make it ev- 
ident that we do not intend to treat it 
in any shape or way as an excuse for 
aggrandizement on our part at the ex- 
pense of the republics to the south. 


But we must make it evident that we 


do not intend to permit the Monroe doc- 
trine to be used by any nation on this 
continent as a shield to protect it from 
the consequences of its own misdeedb 
against foreign nations. The Monroe 
doctrine does not force us to interfere 
to prevent the punishment of a port 
save to see that the punishment cioes 
not assume the form of territorial occu- 
pation in any shape. The case is more 
difficult when it refers to a contractual 
obligation. This country would cer- 
tainly decline to go to war to prevent a 
foreign government from collecting a 
just debt. On the other hand, it is 
very inadvisable to permit any foreign 
power to take possession, even tempo- 
rarily, of the custom houses of an 
American republic in order to enforce 
the payment of its obligations, for such 
temporary occupation might turn into 
a permanent occupation. The only es- 
cape from these alternatives may at 
any tune be that we must ourselves 
undertake to bring- about some arrange- 
ment by which so much as possible of 
a just obligation shall be paid. 


To do so insures the defaulting re- 


public from having to pay debts of an 
improper character under duress, while 
it also insures honest creditors of the 
republic from being passed by in the 
interest of dishonest or grasping cred- 
itors. Moreover, for the United States 
to take such a position offers the only 
possible way of insuring us against a 
clash with some foreign power. The 
position is therefore in the interest of 
peace as well as in the interest of jus- 
tice. 


Santo Dotninjco. 


Santo Domingo has now made an ap- 


peal to us, and not only every principle 
of wisdom, but every generous instinct 
within us, bids us respond to the ap- 
peal. The conditions in Santo Domingo 
have for a number of years grown 
from bad to worse until a year ago all 
society was on the verge of dissolution. 
Fortunately just at this time a ruler 
sprang up in Santo Domingo who. with 
his colleagues, saw the dangers threat- 
ening their country and appealed to the 
friendship of the only neighbor who 
possessed the power and the will to 
help them. There was imminent dan 
ger of foreign intervention. The pa- 
tience of foreign creditors had become 
exhausted, and at least two foreign na- 
tions were on the point of intervention 
and were only prevented by the unoffi- 
cial assurance of this government thai 
it would itself strive to help Santo 
Domingo in her hour of need. 


Accordingly, the executive depart- 


ment of our government nezotiated a 
treaty under •which we arc trying to 
help the Dominican people to straight- 
en out their finances. This treaty is 
pendinc before the senate. 
In

meantime a temporary arrangement 
has l-»een made under which the Domin- 
ican government ha1* appointed Amer- 
icans t« all the important pfisition1; in 
the cnstomi serviep. and they are S^A.

or later this government may be In- 
volved lu serious difficulties with for- 
eign governments over the island or 
fl«e may be forced itself to intervene 
In the island In some unpleasant fash- 
ion. 


Army aud Knvy. 


I do not believe that any army hi Hit- 


world has a better average of enlisted 
man or a better type of junior officer, 
but the army should be trained to act 
effectively iu a mas«. J'rov.Mon should 
be made by suOicicnt appropriations 
for maneuvers of a practical kind. 


Provision should be made for the pro- 


motion of 
exceptionally meritorious 


men over the heads of their comrade* 
and for the retirement of all men who 
have reached a given age without get- 
ting beyond a given rank. 


There should be an increase in the 


coast artillery force so thai our coast 
fortifications can be in some degree 
adequately manned. There is special 
need for an increase and reorganization 
of the medical department of the army. 
In both the army and navy there must 
be the same thorough training for duty 
in the staff corps as in the fighting line. 
The importance of this was shown con- 
clusively in the Spanish-American and 
the Russo-Japanese wars. 
The work 


of the medical departments in the Jap- 
anese army and navy is especially 
worthy of study. 


Our navy must, relatively to the na- 


vies of other nations, always be of 
greater size than our army. We have 
most wisely continued for a number of 
years to build up our navy, aud it 
has now reached a fairly high standard 
of efficiency. This standard must not 
only be maintained, but increased. It 
does not seem to me necessary, how- 
ever, that the navy should, at least in 
the immediate future, be increased be- 
yond the present number of units, 
vs'hat is now clearly necessary is to 
substitute efficient for inefficient units 
as the latter become worn out or as it 
becomes apparent that they are use- 
less. Probably the result would be 
attained by adding a single battleship 
to our navy each year, the superseded 
or outworn vessels being laid up or 
broken up as they are thus replaced. 


Naturalization. 


On this subject I recommend: 
First—A federal bureau of naturali- 


zation, to be established in the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, to su- 
pervise the administration of the natu- 
ralization laws and to receive returns 
of naturalizations pending and accom- 
plished. 


Second.—Uniformity of naturalization 


certificates, fees to be charged, and 
procedure. 


Third.—-.lore exacting qualifications 


for citizenship. 


Fourth.—The preliminary declaration 


of intention to be abolished and no 
alien to be naturalized until at least 
ninety days after the filing of his peti- 
tion. 


Fifth. — Jurisdiction 
to 
naturalize 


aliens to be confined to United States 
district courts and to such state courts 
as have jurisdiction in civil actions in 
which the amount iu controversy is un- 
limited; in cities of over 100.000 inhab- 
itants the United States district courts 
to have exclusive jurisdiction in the 
naturalization of the alien residents of 
such cities. 


Criminal Lairs. 


In my last message I asked the at- 


tention of the congress to the urgent 
need of action to make our criminal 
law more effective, and I most ear- 
nestly request that you pay heed to 
the report of the attorney general on 
this subject. 


There seems to be no statute of the 


United States which provides for the 
punishment of a United States attor- 
ney or other officer of the government 
who corruptly agrees to wrongfully do 
or wrongfully refrain from doing any 
act when the consideration for such 
corrupt agreement is other than one 
possessing money value. This ought to 
be remedied by appropriate legislation 
Legislation should also be enacted to 
cover explicitly, unequivocally and be- 
yond question breach of trust in the 
shape of prematurely divulging official 
secrets by an officer or employee of tht 
United States aud to provide a suitable 
penalty therefor. 


Merchant Marine. 


To the spread of our trade in peace 


and the defense of our flag in war a 
great and prosperous merchant marine 
is indispensable. We should have ships 
of our own and seamen of our own to 
convey our goods to neutral markets 
and iu case of need to re-enforce our 
battle line. It cannot but be a source 
of regret and uneasiness to us that the 
lines of "communication with our sister 
republics of South America should be 
chiefly under foreign control. It is noi 
a good thing that American merchants 
and manufacturers should have to send 
their {rood's and letters to South Amer 
ica via Europe if they wish security 
and dispatch. 
Even on the Pacific, 


where our ships have held their own 
better than on the Atlantic, our met 
chant flag i-; now threatened throng! 
the liberal aid bestowed l>y other gov 
ernmcat-; on their own stesm lines, i 
ask your e.-irncst consideration of the 
report with which tlse merchant ina 
riije commission has folloived its long 
nnd careful inquiry.

fessors, travelers and the like, should 
be encouraged to come here and treat- 
ed on precisely the same fooling that 
we treat students, business men, trav- 
elers and the like of other nations. 


As a people we have talked much of 


the open door in China, and we expect, 
and quite rightly intend to insUt upon, 
justice being shown us by the Chinese. 
But we cannot expect to receive equity 
unless we do equity. - 


The Ci\il Service. 


Heads of executive depart- icn'.s and 


members of the commission have call- 
ed my attention to the fact that the 
rule requiring a tiling of charges and 
three days' notice before an employee 
could be separated fom the service for 
inefficiency has served no gjod pur- 
pose whatever. Experience lias shown 
that the rule is wholly inefiective to 
save any ma> if a superior for im- 
proper reasons wishes to remove him 
and is mischievous because it some- 
times serves to keep in the service in- 
competent men not guilty of specific 
wrongdoing. 
Having these facts in 


view, the rule has been amended by 
providing that where the inefficiency or 
incapacity comes within the personal 
knowledge of the head of a department 
the removal may be made without no- 
tice, the reasons therefor being filed 
and made a record of the department. 
The absolute right of removal rests 
where it always has rested, with the 
head of a department. The change is 
merely one of procedure. It was much 
needed, and it is producing good re- 
sults. 


Our copyright laws need revision. 


Philippines and Other Islands. 


During the last year the Philippine- 


Islands have been slowly recovering 
from the series of disasters which since 
American occupation have greatly re- 
duced the amount of agricultural prod- 
ucts below what was produced in Span 
ish times. 


The agricultural conditions of the is- 


lands enforce more strongly than evei 
the argument in favor of reducing the 
tariff on the products of the Philippine 
Islands entering the United States, 
earnestly recommend that the tariff 
now imposed by the Dingley bill upou 
the products of the Philippine Islands 
be entirely removed, except the taritf 
on sugar and tobacco, and that that 
tariff be reduced to 2o per cent of the 
present rates under the Dingley act 
that after July 1, 1909, tbe tariff upon 
tobacco and sugar produced in the 
Philippine Islands bo entirely removed 
and that free trade between the islands 
and the United States in tbe products 
of each country then be provided foi 
by law. 


In my judgment, immediate steps 


should be taken for the fortification ol 
Hawaii. This is the most important 
point in the Pacific to fortify in order 
to conserve the interests of this coun 
try. It would be hard to overstate the 
importance of this need. Hawaii is toe 
heavily taxed. Laws should be enact- 
ed setting aside for a period of, say 
twenty years 75 per cent of the internal 
revenue and customs receipts from Ha- 
waii as a special fund to be expended 
in the islands. 


I earnestly advocate the adoption 01 


legislation which will explicitly confei 
American citizenship on all citizens oi 
Porto Rico. 


I wish also to call the attention 01 


the congress to one question which af 
fects our insular possessions generallj 
—namely, the need of an increased lib 
erality in the treatment of the wboU 
franchise question in these islands. 


I earnestly ask tLat Alaska be giver 


an ele^lii t delegate. 


Admission to Statehood. 


I recommend that Indian Territory 


and Oklahoma be admitted as one state 
and that Kew Mexico and Arizona bt 
admitted as one state. 


The Panama Canal. 


Active work in canal construction 


mainly preparatory, has been in prog 
ress for less than a year and a half. 
During that period two points about 
the canal have ceased to be open tc 
debate. First, the question of route: 
second, the question of feasibility. The 
point which remains unsettled is wheth- 
er the canal shall be one of several 
locks above sea level or at sea level 
with a single tide lock. On this point 
I hope to lay before the congress at an 
early day the findings of the advisory 
board of American aud European en- 
gineers. 


In addition to sanitating the isthmus, 


satisfactory quarters are being provid- 
ed for employees and an adequate sys- 
tem of supplying them with wholesome 
food at reasonable prices has been cre- 
ated. Hospitals have been established 
and equipped that are without superi- 
ors of their kind anywhere.

Body Discovered Early Tuesday Morning by J, H, Whartoo 


Driver for Fred Lisey-Believed Ice Broke as 


Be Started to Cross Stream, 


Poor "Tommy" Talbot is no more. 


His dead body was found floating in 
the icy waters' of the feeder, a short 
distance north of the Armory, at an 
early hour Tuesday morning, life ev- 
idently having been extinct for some 
time, as the body was frozen stiff, and 
ice was clinging to his hair and face. 


The ghastly discovery was made by 


John M. Wharton, a driver for Fred 
Lisey, the

merchant. Mr. "Wharton had gone to 
Bourner's planing mill about seven 
o'clock Tuesday morning for a load of 
boxes. As he started to return he no- 
ticed a man's hat and. coat floating in 
the water, and thinking there was 
ometbing peculiar about them start- 
ed, to investigate, when he discovered 
the object to be the body of a man. 


Calling several passers-by, among 


them being Officers Carroll and Zer- 
giebel, to his assistance, they drew 
the remains out of the water. 
The 


body was at once identified as that of 
Thomas Talbot, a well known man of 
Newark, who had been making his 
home for some time with his sister, 
Mrs. William Kehoe, on Eastern ave- 
nue. 
For some time he had been em- 


ployed in the restaurant of John 
Prior. 


His father, Henry Talbot, died 


about two years ago, and his mother 
Mrs. Nora Talbot, resides on South 
Fifth street. Coroner C. L. Legge was 
at once notified and after viewing the 
body had it taken to the undertaking 
establishment of J. A. McGonagle, on 
West Main street, where it was pre- 
pared for interment.

I hold^mat this would be at 
least a partial solution of the Sunday 
problem, as Sunday should he a day 
of rest and recreation as well as a 
day of direct worship. I may not be 
far from heresy on this point, but I 
would make holy day and holiday as 
similar in practice as they are in 
orthography. 


"Rev. Dr. Horace Bushnell was 


.argely instrumental in securing a 
system of parks in Hartford, Conn., 
and other cities of that state. Why 
should not the clergy 'of Newark lift 
up their voices and promote an agita- 
;ion that will secure the same bless- 
ng to the people of Newark? 


"It might be impossible to secure 


any action of the city council at the 
present time, but let the agitation be- 
gin."
